Wholesale Grocers Menaced 
With a Boycott. 


Retailers’ Association Issues @ 
Warike Uitimatum. 


Wholesalers Wiitl Meet . Today to 
Di.cide Whether to Yield 
or Fight 


The Retail Grocers’ and Merchants’ 
Association of California has presented 
a formal ultimatum to the wholesale 
grocers of Los Angeles, coupled with a 
threat of a boycott. The demand is 
that unless the jobbers agree not to seil 
the rate-cutting, blacklisted. retailers 
all members of the association will re- 
fuse to buy goods of those jobbers, and 
boycott them in so far as the associa- 
tion is able to do it. 

It is the warmest 


tant meeting of the Southern California 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association has 
been called for this morning to consider 
the demands. The jobbers believe that 
it is their right to sell goods to whom 
they please, and that the threatened 
action oh the part of the retailers’ as- 
sociation will have a tendency to drive 
the Los Angeles jobbing trade to north- 
ern cities, 
OLD FIGHT OVER AGAIN. . 

It is the old fight of the retailers’ as- 
sociation against the rate-cutting non- 
association dealers, being fought over 
on different grounds. Last year the 
wholesalers agreed not to sell the black- 
listed “cutters,” but somehow the bar- 
gain bidders continued to get plenty of 
goods, altheugh all members of the 
wholesalers’ association professed an 
ignorance of the source. Somebody was 
selling ‘them, and the fellow who was 
living up to his agreement began te feel 
that he was getting the short end of it. 
Hence the agreement fell through and 
the jobbers held a meeting and decid:.i 
Oo stand by each other and not be dic- 
tated to as to whom they should seli 
as long as good gold was paid on time. 
Now come the retailers and say: “Any 
jobbers selling goods to cut-rate deal- 
ers will be boycotted by all members 
of the Retail Grocers’ and Merchants’ 
Association.” 

THE SAN BERNARDINO END. 

A. M. Ham of San Bernardino has 
been the busiest bee in the bonnet of 
the retailers’ association and he, with 
J. H.—Pitton, also a grocer in Ber- 
nardino, caused the boycotti pro- 
ceeding in that city. At a meeting of 
that local organization held last week 
it was decided that no members of the 
organization would buy goods from any 
selling to these two which 
sell at a lower scale than that fixed by 
the association. It was here that one 
of the Big Four jobbers made his be. 
play, refusing to sell A. M. Ham and 
J. W. Pitton, both of whom kept large 
accounts with the firm.

Strong Evidence -Against Negro

Motive for the Crime Still a Mys- 
lery—The Woman’s 
Macquereau. 


Although the mystery surrounding 
the murder of Eva de la Craye, alias 
Eva Drouein, the French woman who 
was found beaten to death in her 
crib in the heart of the redlight dis- 
trict early yesterday morning, has by 
no means been cleared, in the person 
of a negro named Pendleton, now a 
prisoner in the City Jail, the detec- 
tives believe they have the murderer. 
Their opinions with reference to the

Paul Drouein, a French s:ulptor, who 
had lived with the woman thirteen 
years, although they were not married, 
testified that the true name of the de- 
ceased was Eva De la Craye, and that 
she was 42 years of age. She came 
here with him from San _ Francisco 
three weeks ago and here resumed the 
‘in which she had been en- 
gaged for a number of years. He knew 
of no enemies of the woman and could 
advance no theory as to the motive for 
the crime. 

Catherine La Fitte a crib woman, 
told the Coroner's jury of the finding 
of the body: what had caused her to 
become suspicious when there was no 
light in the room of the murder for 
more than an hour; how she had sum- 
ete. This witness 
had come fo Los Angeles with the De 
la Craye woman and occupied the next 
crib but one to that in which the lat- 
ter was murdered. heard no 
sounds of a struggle. no screams nor 
any noises which would indicate that 
a desperate fight for life was being 

within thirty feet of her room. 

Patrolman Sherman Baker, John 
Walsh and Charlies Collins told of 
discovery of the body, and’ displa 
to the jury the stone with which the 
woman was killed, but they could give: 
no testimony which would indicate 
who had committed the crime. 

Dr. G. W. Campbell, who had per- 
formed the autopsy testified as to the 
wounds he had found. Thére were 
three wounds on the head, two of 
which had fractured the skull, driving 
it in against the brain and causing the 
woman's death. That concluded the 


testimony and the jury returned a ver- 


dict to the effect that the deceased 
came to her death from fractures of 
the skull caused by blows delivered 
with murderous intent by a person or 
persons unknown to the jury.

Southern Arizona has experi- 
encing extreme August temperatures. 
August 14 it was 104 deg. at Phoenix 
and 102 deg. at Yuma; August 16, 106 
deg. at Phoenix and 112 at Yuma, and 
Monday 108 deg. at Phoenix and 104 
at Yuma.

The warbling vireo (vireo gilvus) 
has olive gray upper parts, with 
wings and tail of dusky brown. The 
under parts are white-shaded, with 
greenish yellow at the sides. A white 
streak runs through the eye. The 
bird's nest is hung in the fork of a 
tree, and is compactly made of in- 
ner bark, vegetable fiber and dead 
leaves. The lining occasionally is 
made of pine needles. It is one of the 
prettiest sammer homes fashioned by 
bird kind. 

The cedar birds are busy in this 
August season with their young. 
Something of the character traits of 
these birds was given in a previous 
article. A pair of cedar birds have 
figured in an incident which is of 
great interest to the world of “bird 
science.” A nest was found in an 
orchard.

THE LAZY CUCKOO. 

Here was an instance of the re- 
verting to what unquestionably was 
the habit of an ancestor.

The edges of the 
nest were cut and torn, but the body 
of the structure held, and the brave 
bird saved her eggs. Another robin 
with a home near at hand had ex-

Again she came at me, but I had heard 
of the trick before, and I pald little 
attention to my antagonist, but looked 
carefully about the ground for a sight 
of her little ones that I knew were 
scuttling for shelter, while their parent 
made a diversion in their favor. I saw 
the last two as they disappeared under 
the brush. Then the mother was away 
like a bolt, and I walked on gingerly, 


fearing to tread out innocent Ife lying 


close to earth beneath the fallen leaves 
and boughs.

SANTA ANA. 
MUNICIPAL LEGISLATION. 

SANTA ANA, Aug. 18.—The City 
Council last night determined upon 
September 28 as the date for holding 
the special municipal bond election, and 
the polling places and election officers 
in the various wards were selected. The 
bonds, which amount in all to $100,000, 
will be dated from November 1, 1903, 
and bear interest at 4% per cent. 
School bonds of $12,000, fire-alarm sSy8- 
tem bonds of $8000, and City Hal! bonds 
of $20,000 will be paid off at the rate 
of $1000 per year, and the $60,000 muni- 
cipal lighting bonds will be paid at the 
rate of $3000 a year. 

The resolution ordering the opening 
of Tenth street from its present termi- 
nus at Main to Ross street, was passed 
by the unanimous vote of the board. 
According to the official route as 
adopted, the street will make a twenty- 
foot jog to the south at Main street, 
thence run straight west to Weet street, 
then take another eighty-foot drop to 
the south and run direct through to 
Ross. The route a@opted, while af- 
fording a drainage outiet for the water 
from Main street, will necessitate a 
minimum of expense in the moving of 
houses. 

The ordinance fixing the tax rate and 
apportioning the rate for the various 
eity funds had its first reading last 


night.

Encampment. 


Cont nuous Ovation from One Hundred Theusand People 

Along the Line of March Grected the Soidiers of Three 

Wars—Compar.son of the Rpectacie with That of Seven- 
teen Years Ago— Seception to Ccmmander-in- Chief.

clusive Dispatch.] The chief fea- 

ture of today’s exercises of the 
Grand Army encampment was the 
military and civic parade, which called 
cut an enormous crowd and which was 
declared to be one of the most im- 
posing street spectacles seen here in 
years. 

Along cable-guarded avenue, 
through solid lines of people, impos- 
sible of close numerical computation, 
but numbering over one hundred thou- 
sand, the first pageant of the encamp- 
ment today moved before the review- 
ing stand on Van Ness avenue, 4 
really great parade, evoking contin- 
uous ovation. No greater demonstra- 
tion of this kind has been seen in this 
city. Today's parade was for the 
veterans. and in part !t was of them. 
It was somewhat different from the 
parade of tomorrow, which is to be 
by them. As a magnificent demonstra- 
tion in their honor. the tribute of to- 
Gay was a great success, for it won 
the instant admiration and the loud 
applause of the veterans, their wives 
and families. 

Seventeen years and two weeks ago 
a parade nearly” similar passed 
through the streets San Francisco.: 
It. was upon the occasion of the last 
meeting of the Grand Army in national 
assembly in this city. Tuesday, Au- 
gust 3, 1886, the procession formed on 
Van Ness avenue and moved over the 
same course as today in reverse or- 
der. That parade was led by Gen. 
William T. Sherman and Gen. John 
A. Logan. They were followed by all 
the veterans of the Union army who 
had gathered from many States, and 
in a speech In Mechanics’ Pavilion that 
night Gen. Sherman said there were 
10,000 in line. ‘There are more than

Sherman and Logan retned thelr | 
horses at Lotta’s fountain at 


Stoneman and otWers. As their old 
comrades passed them and cheeréd and 
checred, tears ran unchecked down the 
cheeks of the two generals. In Sher- 
man’s honor, the bands played 
“Marching Through Georgia.” It was 
a stirring scene. 

In the parade of today, 
marched men who had covered 
same course seventeen years fore. 
They were whiter now, graver, t in 
spirit as redoubtable as on that other 
day half-way back through the 
stretch of years to the war. Here, too, 
were veterans of the Mexican War, 
riding in carryalis, first of which was 
labeled with the significant word 
“Tabasco,” and all the world 
knows that the patriotism of 
these venerable men is of — the 
warmest possible material... But in 
front of the veterans and behind them 
marched the soldiers of the later gen- 
eration, the veterans of the Spanish- 
American War; regiments of  strap- 
ping regulars gayly-caparisoned artil- 
lery, marines, militia of the State, civic 
societies, the Governor and the Mayor,

monwealth and young America in 
knickerbocker uniforms. The whole 
was a lesson in nature’s mutation, the 
veterans. who.-have served their coun- 
try, those serving now, the eurvice men 
of the future. 


“All for country” was the unwrit- 
ten motto over all, which any man 
might read. 


' Leading the Grand Army men were 
the union ex-prisoners of war, veter- 
ans bent and gray, but parading as 
gayly as they marched to the drums 
of 61. From the soldiers of the pres- 
ent the scene had shifted to the heroes 
of the past, and, changing features 
was one of the splendid qualities of 
the arrangement of the procession. Be- 
hind the old men, whose epirits had 
not been broken by Libby, Belle Isle 
or Andersonville, came yet another 
generation. These were the men who 
fought with Scott in Mexico, and who 
were veterans when Lincoln called for 
volunteers. In numbers they were 
few, and they rode in carriages, but 
their eyes were still bright, and they 
waved cheery gréetings to the crowd 
in passing. All of the carriage had 
‘mes of battles and commanders of 
the Mexican War Inscribed upon them 
and formed a tableau in the show.

The 
regular army was wel] represented. 

Order of Red Men, which was 
largely represented, added a pictur- 
esque feature to the display. The Ger- 
man societies of the city, including 
amateur athletes and children from the 
various Turner schools, made a splen- 
did showing, as did also the Golden 
Cross Cadets. Gen. Miles and Gen. 
Shafter were greeted with cheers. 

During the day reunions of Ladies of 
the Grand Army, the Woman's Relief 
Corps, the Union ex-Prisoners of War 
and the Berdans Sharpshooters were 
there, all being well attended. 

Tonight, Mechanics’ Pavilion was 
crowded to the doors by Grand Army 
men, their wives and friends, the oc- 
tason at informal reception tv 
Gen. Stewart. Commander-in-Chief. 
The Spanish-American veterans met in 
a social way, and open house was kept 
by the departments of Illinois, Missourl 
and Ohio at the Palace Hote!. 

The city was again iNumitated to- 
night and the cffect ‘appeared more 
brilliant than on ‘the preceding even- 
ina. when the er: had not afl been 


weg of city and Btate, 
ch todk place this morning, firt- 
ed an imposing epéctacie for the 
vast crowds of people who caelde the 
sidewalks, windéws, roof* and every 
point of vantage along the line of 
march. It was certainly one of the 
finest displays ever seen hére, and the 
utmost enthusiatm prevailed among 
the spectators, who greeted their sne- 
ci#il favorites in each branch of the 
service with rousing cheere as they 
prssed In the procession.

Sharp upon the appointed hour the 
bugle gave th> signal to advance, and 
following orders from headquarters, 
the military, naval and civic organiga- 
tions wheeled into line in their ap- 
pointed positions in the parade. There 
was no @isorder of any kind in the way 
of forming up the different bodies of 
men on march, the arrangement being 
complete and made with a_ military 
precision which had guarded against 
confusion of any kind. Grand Marsha} 
Col. J. B. Fuller, in Grand Army unl- 
form, led the advance, with his chief of 
staff, Col. W. Edwards, and chief aid, 
Col. J. F. Bergin, both dressed in fa. 
tigue uniforms of the National Guard 
of California. 

FIRST DIVISION. 

Following came the first division. 
This was. composed of detachments of 
United States troops, sailors and ma- 
rines, including the Seventh Infantry. 
three battalions of field artillery, the 
first and #econd battalions of Coast Ar- 
tillery, United States marines and 
sailors, the latter under command of 
Lieut. J. P. Morton. The senior com- 
manding officer of the regular troops 
was Lieut.-Col. T. C. Woodbury. 

SECOND DIVISION. 

The second division, which made a 
fine showing and met with hearty re. 
ception, as body after body of the 
troops passed, was made up of regi- 
ments of the California National Guard 
led by Maj.-Gen. John H. Dickinson 
and Brig.-Gen. C. F. Mueller. This de- 
tachment was made up of the Second 
Brigade, N.G.C., Col. T. F. O'Neil 
commanding; the First and Fifth In- 
fantry regiments, First Battalion of 
Artillery, Troop A of Cavalry, and the 
Signal Corps, dismounted.

GOOD ROADS. 

During the afternoon session two im- 
portant addresses were made. W. R. 
Richardson, secretary of the National 
Good Roads Convention, spoke on 
“Good Roads.” His speech in part was 
a3 follows: 

“It is a matter of congratulation that 
this congress has given prominence to 
the subject of the improvement of the 
public roads. The question was first 
recognized by this body at its session in 
Salt Lake City in 1897, and at St. Paul 
last year resolutions were adopted 
without discussion, recommending mod- 
ern road legislation for the several 
States. It remained for this session to 
give merited recognition to this im- 
portant question and assign a place 
upon its programme for presentation 
and discussion. : 

“It is difficult to explain the indif- 
ference of commercial interests to the 
burdens and incumbrances upon trade 
and commerce imposed by unimproved 
roads. If conscious of this barrier, 
they are oblivious to their responsi- 
bility and regardless of the remedy, 
enduring the burdensome condition as 
a fixed habit. The thirteen hundred 
and fifty counties contained in the 
trans-Mississippi country expend each 
year, in money and labor, measured at 
statutory value, the sum of $21,250,000, 
a sum one and one-third times greater 
than the entire cost of the Louisiana 
Purchase Territory. and more than $1 
per capita for every man, woman and 
child in this vast domain. This sum 
comes each year from the agricultural 


Latin-Amer-) 


classes, and is practically wasted, for, 
with few exceptions, there is not a good 
permanent highway in the entire coun- 
try west of the Mississippi River. 

“Figuring the cost of transporting the 
products of the trans-Mississipp! States 
over the roads in their present condi- 
tion, and comparing same with the cost 
over improved roads, they are taxing 
the commercial and agricultural] inter- 
ests more than $350,000,000 annually. 
This estimate is based solely upon the 
cost of transportation under average 
favorable conditions, and does not com- 
prehe the loss to railroads from con- 
gested and suspended traffic. 

PRIMITIVE METHODS. 
“The question of building permanent 
highways is of the very highest com- 
mércial importance and demands the 
active attention of all business men. 
The practice so long in use of placing 
the burden of road-making upon the 
country people is unjust and inequit- 
able, and will never secure improved 
roads. For more than a century this 
system has been in vogue, and today 
leas than 1 per cent. of the common 
road mileage is macadamized or sur- 
faced, providing a durable road for all 
seasons of the year. The present meth- 
ods are without system, intelligent 
supervision or business management, 
and in truth, would not be endured in 
any other department of sour govern- 
mental affairs. 
“The public road is the most com- 
mon of al! interests; it is promotive 
of trade and commerce, the adjuster 
of freight tariffs, the “always on time,” 
ready, open way for all the people. 
“There is almost universal agreement 
as to the many advantages, and the 
need of good roads, the serious prob- 
lem, i@ ‘How to get them.’ This can 
be accomplished under what ts known 
as the ‘State Aid Plan,” now in suc- 
cessful operation in the States of New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, New: York and 
Connecticut. This plan is based upon 
the principle that. commercial as well 
as agricultural interests are benefited 
by improved highways and equalizes 
the burden or cost by apportioning the 
same to the State, county and district. 
It provides for a State Highway Com- 
mission or engineering department, in- 
suring proper supervision, construction 
and maintenance and give to the peo- 
ple, in return for the money expended, 
good public roads, which they welcome 
with growing appreciation. 
NATION SHOULD HELP. 

“It has been argued with the persua- 
siveness of a Paul that the national 
government should lend its aid to the 
construction of public highways. If 
the government can expend vast appro- 
priations for the improvement of riv- 
ers and harbors, lend its ald to bulld 
railroads, which are but another class 
of public highways, if it can expend 
millions of dollars in the Philippines 
and Porto Rico, and the moneys of the 
Cubans in the construction of wagon 
roads, if it can deliver the mails, signal 
the weather, modernize farming, fos- 


ter and encourage . manufactur- 
ing by tariffs, and aid and 
protect trade and transportation 


in @ivers other ways; what substantial 
reason is there for not giving ld to 
the building of roads and highways, 
the most common and useful of all in- 
terests it can conserve. This phase of 
the subject ts worthy of your Inv<«stiga- 
tion, and if it has your approval yeu 
active support of 
your Senators and Representatives 
from your respective States for the 
principles cf the Brownlow Bill, which 
will receive special consideration dur- 
ing the next session of the National 
Congress."" 

IMMIGRATION QUBSTION. 
Thomas Richardson took for his sub- 
ject “Immigration and its Distribu- 
tion,” speaking in part as follows: 
“The question of immigration into 
the United States is one wiich has

during the past decade, and which 
will continue to augment tn tmportance 
and significance as the time  pro- 
gresses. 

“While, of courte, a very large pro- 
portion of the immigration whicn has 
yearly been coming into this country 
through the Atlantic and Gulf ports 
has been*of a benign character, it is 
unfortunately the fact that our ros- 
sessions have been made the “dump- 
ing ground” of Europe, and the trana- 
portation of undesirable adults and 
their progeny has been facilitated by 
private and governmental aid, not te- 
cause of a desire toasrsist in 
the upbullding of American citizenship, 
but rather through a desire to rid the 
countries and provinces of the O'd 
World of a class which contributed 
but to the evil and villainy of the 
countries out of which they were scnt. 
“Fortunately, the United States, with 
its Magnificent domain and possib!)i- 
ties for amalgamation, has been but 
little hurt through the causes men- 
tioned. Be the newcomer what he 
may: his nativity, habits, speech and 
thought are obliterated forever in the 
second and third generation, and even 
the traditions of early habitation are 
absorbed by the free atmosphere of 
the new home, and thus, in less than 
half a century, there is generated a 


purely American type from which has 


% 


been removed the fills and attributes 
which charac the immigrant 
himself when first he upon 
American soil. . 
RESTRICTION NECESSARY. 

“But I am strongly opposed to an 
unrestricted immigration, and the ee | 
of this opposition is borne out by sev- 
eral of the suggestions which have 
preceded this remark. The scum of 
Europe must not be dumped into the 
circulation of our large ~ cities, if it 
should be received at all. The degen- 
erate may continue the degenerate, 
even though his children. become fair 
American citizens. 

“The great West can furnish homes 
‘for millions of people, and it is into 
the great trans-Mississippi country 
which is crying with open arms for the 
agriculturist and the artisan that 
the immigrant should be taken, there 
to work out his material redemption 
and become an honest, prosperous 
member of the body politic. 

“Today the native born of the 
United States are looking in absolute 
dismay at the enormous immigration 
which is coming into the United States 
from Southern Europe. 

“In our agricultural] sections the Ger- 
mans, Belgians, French and Italians 
(by these latter I don't mean the Sicil- 
lans) are fitted to make splendid agri- 
culturalists, and the German, and 
French particularly, are among the 
most prosperous class of farmers scat- 
tered throughout the great regions of 
the West—thrifty, industrious and con- 
serving the established institutions of 
this country—they are desirable immi- 
grants and we can’t have too many of 
this class. 
when they arrive with at least per- 
sonal possessions sufficient to establish 
them and make them at once contrib- 
utors to the general prosperity, instead 
of adding to the demands which char- 
A today is finding almost insupport- 
able. 

“With the extension of the irrigation 
system and the conservation of the 
waste waters of the Mississippi Val- 
ley, the arid sections of the West will 
become as profitable as the lands 
which make up the beautiful Mohawk 
Valley of the Empire State. Human 
necessity will force conditions which 
today may seem impossible of con- 
summation, and-in proportion to the 
demands made by an increasing popu- 
lation, so will nature conspire to 4 - 
man benefit, and unproductive areas 
will be made to contribute their quota 
to the assistance of the ever-ithcreas- 
ing human family.”

TRAIN RACE TO SAVE 
EXPLOSION VICTIM. 


REMARKABLE railroad race 
A at La Grande Station jusc 

at 1:55 o'clock this morning. It 
was a race betweén a special train 
and Death. The stake was the life of 
J. H. Bland, a young fireman. It is 
thought that the train won, and that 
Bland will live. 

Bland was terribly injured by the ex- 
ploston of his engine near Kingman, 
Ariz., early yesterday morning. One of 
his legs was broken in two places, he 
was badly scalded, and he sustained 
other-hurts. The accident occurred out 
on the torrid desert, and the first phy-- 
sicians on the scene despaired of the 
poor fellow living long in the awful 
heat. This pathetic fact was wired to 
the Santa Fé officials in this city. along 
with the details of the blow-up. 

The local officials resolved to do all in 
their power to preserve the young fel- 
low's life. Instantly a telegram was 
sent to Needles, the nearest central 
point, ordering a special train to bring 
the sufferer out of the heat as quickly 
as all the railroad forces there could 
bring him. It was ordered to run the 
train to Los Angeles as fast as safety 
and existing schedules would permit. 
The physician on the scene was asked 
to accompany the sufferer, and the 
company surgeons here were ordered 
to meet the train and have him con- 
veyed to a hospital where he could 
have the best chance for life. 

A light lecomotive coach and Pyliman 
made up the railroad ambulance which 
hastened from Needles to the scene of 
the accident and took the injured fire- 
man aboard. start was made for

It is pre- 
sumed water was turned into the hot 
boilers when they were almost empty, 
and the quick generation of steam 
caused the blow-up. The engine was 
badly wrecked, the great boiler being 
scattered in pleces over a large space, 
The explosion occurred at 6:10. vester- 
day morning while the train was run- 
ning at a good speed past the Maguire 
mine just out.of McConicho, and three 
miles west of Kingman, Ariz.

The Swedes and Norwegians are dif- 
ferent, keeping quite aloof from -each 
other, even as in Burope they are 
separated by a mountain wall. Yet 
they have certain traits in common. 
Both are hardy and industrious._Both 
as a rule, religious and patriotic. Norse 
wit is on the average keener, the 
Swedish type of mind more slow, by 
many it is counted dull and stupid. 
Sometimes he is, but his apparent dull- 
ness Comes often from a lack of that 
quality so dear to the American heart, 
the sense of humor. Of this the Swede 
had little. He seldom goes about look- 
ing for a joke, or recognizes one on 
appearance, 

He is altogether serious minded, and 
in practical affairs level-headed. Of 
the two, Norwegian and Swede, the 
latter is the more important in the 
United States by reason of his greater 
numbers, and is more quickly recog- 
nized in an American community, even 
to the third and fourth generation, by 
his peculiar features and complexion. 

As before said, they are generally re- 
ligous and adherents of the church. 
They are reverent of sacred things, 
and obedient to the law. They do not 
Ogure often in police reports, nor oc- 


found among disturbers of the peace, 
If anarchy depended on recruits from 
Scandinavia, it would soon be only a 
hideous memory.

In other words, the right of an em- 
ployé to quit work whenever it 
pleases him to do so (if not under 
contract.) for any cause, or without 
cause, necessarily implies the right of 
an employer to discharge an employé 
whenever he pleases, for any cause, 
or without cause. There cannot be 


one law for the employer and another 


for the employé, for the 


rights of 
both are equal. 


A workman hes an 


indefeasible and unquestioned right to 


refuse to work for an employer who 
refuses to recognize the union; con- 
versely, an employer has an undenia- 
ble right to refuse to employ a work- 
man who belongs to a union. _ These 
rights are fundamental and cannot 
bé taken away by the law. If they 
could be taken away by the law, they 
could not be taken away from the 


employer and left to the employé, or

fuse (as is their undoubted right) to 
employ members of the union. The 
union Workman is ever ready, also, 


to denounce as a “scab” (and to kill, 


om occasion) the man who takes the 
work abandoned by a’ union striker; 
yet he does not hesitate to drive the 
non-union man out of employment, 
wherever he can do so, and to take 
his placa, often at reduced wages. 

Tf, as we have said, Judge Rogers 
had decided that the Western Union 
Company had no right to discharge 
an employé because he belonged to a 
union, the converse proposition_would 
also obtain, which is that employés 
have no right to quit employment be- 
cause their employer refuses to dis- 
charge non-union men in his employ. 
How would the unionists Iike that 
sort of law? Needless to say, they 
would not like it at all, and would 
not submit +o it if they could possibly 
help it. Yet it would be the logical 
sequence of their own contention, and 
would be simply giving them a dose 
of the same medicine which they are 
so fond of prescribing for others. The 
eipployer has just as much right to 
discharge an employé for belonging 
to a umjion as he has to discharge an 
employé for not belonging to a union. 
This fact is apparent to all persons 
whose vision is not blinded by trade- 
union fanaticism. 

Trade unionists pretend to believe 
in the principle of “equal rights for 
all, special privileges for none;" yet 
no class is more clamorous for special 
privileges than they, nor more ready 
to accuse the courts of partiality, 
when the law is not construed to 
favor them at the expense of their 
fellow-citizens. Such eminently just 


and logical decisions as that of Judge 


Rogers of the United States Federal 
Court, in the case above referred to, 
are calculated to teach them some 
lessons which they need very much 
to learn. We shall have more such 
decisions as fast as the questions 
which they involve are brought to a 
fair judicial test.

N RESTRAINT OF TRADE. 
In The Times of Monday there 
was discussed editorially a suggestion 


of Judge Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit Court, who takes the 


ground that the only hope for the 


the United States lies in the super- 
vision of monopolies by the govern- 
ment. A striking instance of the ur- 
gent necessity of this, or some other 
method of controlling the rapacity of 


ner the necessities of life, is furnished 
by the recent extraordinary operations 
of a pool of daring speculators, who 


of America, and apparently have suc- 
ceeded. so that the price of cotton has 
been forced up to over 12 centa a 
pound in New Orleans. They are said 
to handle practically all the spot cot- 
ton in the country at the present time. 
The unnatural rise in price has ied 
to the further unnatural and extra- 
ordinary development of heavy ship- 
ments of American cotton from Eng- 
land to the United States. Over 3000 
been brought in from 
Liverpool to this country in a single 
day, a total of over 20,000 bales hav- 
ing been received from England. 
France, Italy and Germany within 
two months. Another consequence of 
the unnaturally inflated price has been 
that American cotton mills have been 
forced either to greatly curtail their 
output or to shut down, for it would 
manifestly be folly on the 
part of manufacturers to work up ma- 
terial for which they are called upon 
to pay 50 per cent. more than it would 
probably be worth In a few months. 
In consequence of this, thousands of 
workingmen and women have been 
thrown out of employment. | 

Nor is this ail. Dispatches from 
Europe announce that manufacturers 
of England and Germany and other 
European countries have at length 
come to the conclusion that it would 


cotton crop that may at any moment 
be taken under control by a few dar- 
ing speculators, and forced to an ex- 
orbitant and unreasonable price. The 
British manufacturers have resolved 
to ask the government of that coun- 
try to expend several hundred thou- 
sand dollars in experimenting with 
cotton culture in English colonies, 
and Germany will probably do the 
same. Nor is this any idie threat. 
India is already a producer of very 


the possibilities of further develop- 
ment along that line are indefinitely 
great. In Egypt some of the finest 


| cotton produced in the world is raised. 


and with thé construction of the great 
Nile dam the area of possible culture 
will be greatly increased. In Africa, 
also, successful experiments in cotton 
culture have been made by Belgians, 
and Germans, and English. 

Evidently, this is a case in which 
the application of Judge Grosscup’s 
theory would be eminently proper, in 
case such a system should be adopted. 
At any rate, there can be no question 
that it Is not only the right, but the 
manifest duty of a government, 
whether a despotism or a government 
“of, for and by the people”’—and still! 
more so in the latter case-—to inter- 
fere, when a man or a syndicate, for 
the mere purpose of making money, 
ties up. on paper. a major portion of 
any necessary product, thus forcing 
the price to en artificial point, creat- 
ing an whnatural famine, throwing 
thousands of people out of employ- 
ment, deranging the business of the 
country, and threatening the perma- 
nent prosperity of our leading indus- 
tries. It is the duty of a good gov- 
ernment to always bear in mind “the 
esreatest good of the greatest number,” 
regardless of the prayers or threats of 
a few selfish men. who already have 
more than their due share of the good 
things of this world. Such people are 
certainly guilty of actions that are 
“in restraint of trade,” and conse- 
quently inimical to the welfare of the 
United States. 

Another thing: Socialism is spread- 
ing rapidly, nowadays, both in _ this 
country and in Europe. There is, 
undoubtedly, a basis of truth in this, 
as in almost every other sociological 
or religious cult that is put forth, 
Otherwise so many intelligent and 
well-meaning people could not be per- 
suaded to approve of it. At the same 
time, it cannot be denied that a large 
proportion of those who preach the 
doctrine of Socialism are erratic, hare- 
brained and visionary, and conse- 
quently that the possible predomi- 
nance of those who preach this doc- 
trine must be regarded with grave 
anxiety. Now, if we calmly ignore 
such conditions as that above referred 
to, it is evident that we are indirectly 
fanning the flame of Socialism, by 
‘furnishing to the proponents of that 
doctrine strong arguments in favor of 
a radical change in our form of gov- 
| ernment.

THE OIL INDUSTRY 


XTENSIVE USE OF 
OIL ON DUSTY ROADS. 


ALL RECORDS WILL BZ BROKEN 
THIS SEASON. 


Demand for Heavy Oil Far in Excess 
of Supply—Superior Sells Stock— 
Temblor Getting Busy—Movements on 
Stock Exchange. 


More oil will be used this season on 
the roads of the State than ever before. 
Already the total shipments have ex- 
ceeded all previous records, and it is 
reported from all the important dis- 
tricts that there is still a large demand 
for the “permanent dust layer.” 

Sunset ojl has been meeting with 
favor in the north, operators of the dis- 
trict reporting that the demand has 
been unusual. The oil, like most of the 
product of that end of the belt, is heavy 
in quality, and is therefore superior to 
the light for road work. 

Northern California is calling for oll, 
especially from the counties where con- 
siderable hauling is necessary owing to 
the mining interests.
